“On January 29, 2024, 
Mad River Community 
Hospital leadership and 
Southwest Healthcare Ser- 
vices, LLC (“Southwest”) 
elected to terminate the 
letter of intent executed 
in June 2023 regarding 
Southwest’s potential ac- 
quisition of the hospital 


and its related clinics. 

“We know the uncertain- 
ty surrounding a potential 
transition was of concern 
to our employees and pro- 
viders, and we hope our an- 
nouncement today will pro- 
vide reassurance and bring 
some measure of relief. 

“While we know it is a 
challenging time for rural 
hospitals, we remain commit- 
ted to doing what is best to 
support our employees, com- 
munity, patients and hospi- 
tal. The hospital’s legacy is 
my father’s legacy. It remains 
my focus and passion. To that 
end, we have and will con- 
tinue to make significant in- 
vestments in our people, our 
equipment and our facilities, 
all to ensure our hospital's fu- 
ture success and stability.”

HUMBOLDT —- Contro- 
versy over a draft county 
ordinance regulating va- 
cation rentals has eased 
but members of the board 
of supervisors still have 
concerns and review of the 
proposed law will continue 
in March.

“They are still 
wrapping out of some of the locations 
and area in general, so you might 
still see a truck or two, but filming is 
now complete,” expressed Cassandra 
Hesseltine, Humboldt-Del Norte film 
commissioner.

“We 
are honored to have been on their 
radar for all these years and for the 
project to finally come to fruition,” 
stated Hesseltine.

Long after the films 
and productions have left, the Film 
Commission focuses on film tourism, 
which is known to sometimes bring in 
more outside dollars to an area than 
the original filming. With the new pro-

McKINLEYVILLE — On Wednes- 
day, Jan. 31, the McKinleyville Com- 
munity Services District (MCSD), 
Green Diamond Resource Compa- 
ny (Green Diamond), and the Trust 
for Public Lands (TPL) announced 
the close of escrow on 599 acres of 
timberlands in northwestern Hum- 
boldt County, slated to become the 
McKinleyville Community Forest. 

In 2015, Green Diamond and 
TPL, a national nonprofit organiza- 
tion committed to improving public 
access to nature, announced plans 
to seek grant funding for a land sale 
that would establish a public com- 
munity forest adjacent to the com- 
munity of McKinleyville. 

The McKinleyville Communi- 
ty Services District (MCSD), the 
independent special district that 
provides water, sewer, parks and 
recreation, and other services to the 
McKinleyville area, was identified 
as the entity best suited to own and 
manage a community forest. 

For nearly a decade, MCSD, TPL 
and Green Diamond have worked 
closely to ensure the success of 
this project. In 2020, the Califor- 
nia Natural Resources Agency’s 
(CNRA) Recreational Trails & Gre- 
enways Grant Program awarded a 


a tract of Green Diamond property 
and transfer ownership and man- 
agement responsibilities to MCSD. 

“TPL is proud of our partnership 
with MCSD and Green Diamond to 
help realize the vision of the McKin- 
leyville community to ensure this 
space is protected from develop- 
ment and enhance the environmen- 
tal and economic benefits of this 
land for generations to come,” said 
Guillermo Rodriguez, vice presi- 
dent for the Pacific Region for Trust 
for Public Land. 

The McKinleyville Community 
Forest is located within the Widow 
White Creek and Mill Creek water- 
sheds which are tributary to the Mad 
River. The forest primarily compris- 
es second- and third-growth Sitka 
spruce, redwood, and Douglas fir 
forest and provides habitat for a va- 
riety of plant and wildlife species. 

“The District is deeply grateful 
for the efforts of CNRA, TPL, and 
Green Diamond to get us to this 
point,” said Patrick Kaspari, MCSD 
general manager. “We look forward 
to stewarding this land for the com- 
munity and all of our children and 
children’s children.” 

Much like the Arcata and the 
McKay community forests, the 
McKinleyville Community Forest 
will be managed for multiple objec- 
tives, including public recreation, 
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timber production, water quality, 
and wildlife habitat protection. Un- 
der the guidance of a forest manage- 
ment plan, MCSD will reinvest in- 
come generated by timber harvests 
back into the forest, offsetting costs 
of trail, access point, and amenity 
development and maintenance. 

Green Diamond is a longstand- 
ing private timberland landown- 
er on the North Coast, managing 
thousands of acres of working for- 
ests adjacent to McKinleyville and 
throughout the Mad River basin. 

“We greatly appreciate the op- 
portunity to establish another 
community forest in Humboldt 
County,” said Peter Jackson, Green 
Diamond’s vice president and gen- 
eral manager of California opera- 
tions. “After years of teamwork with 
TPL and MCSD, Green Diamond 
welcomes the close of this land sale 
and the beginning of a long-term 
investment in the wellbeing of the 
McKinleyville community.” 

With the land transfer complete, 
the McKinleyville Community Forest 
is officially open to the public, with 
two designated yet undeveloped ac- 
cess points along Murray Road. Note 
that the Green Diamond timberlands 
east of the community forest will re- 
main closed to the public. 

“It has taken us nine years to get 
to this point, but now the real work 


begins,” stated Kaspari. “We invite 
the public to enjoy the Community ments, watershed restoration, tree

count toward the cap. 

A sub-cap of 5 percent applies to 
community plan areas within the re- 
gion. 

An updated map of STRs shows 
highest concentrations from the Fresh- 
water area to Trinidad and sparse con- 
centrations from Rio Dell south. 

The highest concentration of STRs in 
the cap area is in McKinleyville. 

The ordinance aims to control STR 
proliferation. Only one STR per parcel 
is allowed and the ordinance sets a cap 
of three STR permits per individual or 
business entity. 

There are restrictions on hours and 
occupancy of gatherings and controls 
on potentially impactful aspects like 
noise and lighting. 

Vacation rental operations that com- 
ply with standards can be approved 
with over-the-counter permits. Those 
that don’t can still be permitted, with 
discretionary reviews. 

Public comments on the ordinance 
mostly consisted of STR owners with 
questions. 

But Laya Batal of the Better Neigh- 
bors LA housing advocacy coalition 
vouched for a one percent cap and only 
allowing homeshare STRs in the coun- 
ty’s coastal zone, saying it’s “the best way 
to balance the preservation of affordable 
housing and coastal public access.” 

Discussion among supervisors 
honed in on technical aspects like how 
to enforce and confirm compliance with 
a permit requirement on payment of 
taxes, including hotel bed taxes. 

Planning Director John Ford said it 
would be more appropriately addressed 
in a separate, tax-focused ordinance. 

The question of whether to allow 
transfers of STR permits also drew dis- 
cussion. 

The ordinance doesn’t allow them 
“between property owners” but there’s 


support for transfers to immediate fam- 
ily members. 

County Planner Cade McNamara 
said there’s a discrimination-related 
liability issue regarding “who you can 
and cannot allow to transfer these en- 
titlements to.” 

Ford said transfers could also offset 
the ordinance’s goal of preventing “per- 
manent conversion out of housing.” 

When First District Supervisor and 
Board Chair Rex Bohn questioned why 
STRs wouldn’t be transferable when 
other residential properties are, Ford 
said there’s a “subtle difference” in that 
vacation rentals are commercial enter- 
prises. 

Also discussed was Third District Su- 
pervisor Mike Wilson’s idea of adding 
an “enforcement fee” to STRs to cov- 
er the costs of responding to neighbor 
complaints. 

Ford said staff time is indeed a con- 
sideration, as “conceivably, every per- 
mit could, unfortunately, have to be 
investigated to determine if there’s a 
violation going on.” 

When discussion drifted into defi- 
nitions of “farm stay” STRs and their 
operation in timber production zones, 
Bohn’s patience ran out. 

“T don’t think (the planning com- 
mission) wants us to dive into whether 
or not there’s a chicken on ag in TPZ,” 
he said. 

Bohn praised the commission’s 
work. “We got delivered a pretty darned 
good document,” he said. 

Second District Supervisor Michelle 
Bushnell also said she can support the 
ordinance as is. 

But Wilson said some tweaks can be 
made “without too many issues” and 
suggested a continuance, as the day’s 
meeting had spanned seven hours with 
agenda items still remaining. 

A vote to continue the hearing to 
March 6 was unanimous.

The draft EIR scrutinizes 
the plan from a number of 
angles to ensure compliance 
with CEQA, the California 
Environmental Quality Act, 
examining potential environ- 
mental impacts, proposed 
mitigations and possible al- 
ternatives to the plan’s pri- 
mary features. 

A bit of a journey, the draft 
EIR begins with an intro- 
duction and summary, then 
goes into the all-important 
Project Description. For 
those who've based their un- 
derstanding of the plan update 
effort on news media or other 
reports, the description gives 
primary-source clarity to its ob- 
jectives, assumptions, location 
and setting, background, overall 
concept and proposed activities 
and regulatory aspects. 

The importance of the proj- 
ect description is that it is basi- 
cally immutable. While aspects 
of the GP2045 and final EIR 
can be adjusted, the project 
description can’t mutate, lest 
it render the environmental 
review irrelevant. It refers to a 
list of foundational documents, 
including the GP2045 and its 
form-based code. 


The EIR then does a deep 
dive into all the areas of which 
EQA requires analysis — Com- 
munity Environment; Trans- 
portation and_ Circulation; 
Natural Environment; Energy 
Conservation; Alternatives De- 
scription and Analysis; and 
other CEQA-required sections. 
Helpfully, section 1.9 de- 
scribes what sorts of comments 
are relevant and could be acted 
on. Much of the comment so 
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far has been unusable in ascer- 
taining environmental impacts, 
such as advocacy for or against 
the plan and its specific ele- 
ments, those arguments having 
been made during the public 
process by which the draft plan 
was created. 

Comments “germane” to the 
EIR include those relating to, 
for example, wastewater service 
capacity, residential affordabil- 
ity, gentrification, development 
height and density; climate 
impacts; transportation safety; 
impacts on wetlands and mi- 
gratory birds; noise from traffic 
and more. 

Some of the most talk- 
ed-about negative impacts sug-

The restaurant, located at 773 Eighth 
St., closed on Jan. 11, with Mazzotti 
charactering the restaurant’s shuttering 
as temporary and caused by a staffing 
shortage. 

Then, last week, the North Coast 
Journal printed a bombshell cover sto- 
ry, “Did your check clear?,” by Jenni- 
fer Fumiko Cahill detailing the restau- 
rant’s financial collapse, which included 
bounced checks and unpaid bills. The 
report included interviews with some 
of the restaurant’s staff of 40 workers, 
who complained about their paychecks 
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bouncing and not getting paid. 

Mazzotti responded in online com- 
ments to the Journal’s reporting, at one 
point posting a nearly 4,000-word dia- 
tribe defending his efforts to keep the 
restaurant open despite difficult finan- 
cial times. 

“But when you say you see the same 
employees going in their checks, can’t 
clear or something like that. Why did 
they stay? They’re full grown adults and 
if it doesn’t work, just go get a job some- 
where else,” Mazzotti wrote. 

Mazzotti also wrote about the perfor- 
mance of his BMW and electric moun- 
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belonging 


tain bikes, and lashed out at critics, in- 


cluding the Journal. 


His comments, since deleted, result-

gested by GP2045/GAP critics 
over the past two years turn out 
to be nothingburgers, as far as 
the EIR is concerned. 

Liquefaction is listed as a 
less-than-significant impact, 
with no additional mitigation 
required. So is seismic ground 
shaking. Wastewater capacity 
impacts are deemed less than 
significant, or insignificant. 
Even viewshed impacts are 
found less than significant. 

“We studied the impacts, 
and there are reasonable 
mitigations built in to ad- 
dress them,” said Commu- 
nity Development Director 
David Loya. 

As for sea level rise, he 
referred to local inundation 
maps. “We really don’t have 
the types of projections that 
would significantly alter the 
decisions about how to grow 
and develop within the time 
frame of the EIR,” Loya said. 
He said the plan’s policies in 
that regard are in sync with 
the City Council’s climate 
change directives. 

Processing of the draft 
GP2045 and its draft EIR con- 
tinues in the Transportation 
Safety Committee, the Plan- 
ning Commission and the City 
Council plus public workshops. 

Tonight, with home own- 
ership an ongoing focus, the 
council is set to consider the 
Gateway Overlay Zone and af- 
fordable housing policies in the 
GP2045. 

The Planco will take public 
comment on the EIR on March 
12, with relevant comment in- 
cluded in the final EIR, plus any 
modifications to it. City staff 
and the EIR’s consultant team 
will process the comments. The 
final EIR will be reviewed by 
the City Council around May 1. 
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ed in a backlash, with readers condemn- 
ing his statements. The day after the 
Journal hit the streets, Mazzotti posted 
that the sun has set on the restaurant.

I truly appreciate Jack Durham’s report- 
ing on the many positive things happening 
in McKinleyville. However, I would like to 
correct two details in his Jan. 17 report on 
the State of McKinleyville meeting. 

Life Plan Humboldt will be building a 
unique not-for-profit, senior community of 
144 homes south of Hiller. Entry fees have 
not yet been determined. I gave the median 
home value in Humboldt as $380,000, Mr. 
Durham reported this as the entry fee. 

There are some projected numbers on our 
website, but Life Plan Humboldt is a multi- 
year project in development. We have just 
begun work with architects to design the 
campus and once cost of construction is de- 
termined we will be able to give more accu- 
rate entry fee pricing. 

We are also partnering with an affordable 
housing developer to include an additional 
40 to 60 homes for lower income seniors, 
not the 20 to 30 that were reported in the 
article.

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Yes on Measure A 

When Humboldt County Planning Com- 
missioner Noah Levy recently said that Mea- 
sure A would somehow prevent cannabis 
farmers from making environmental im- 
provements, I laughed out loud. The oppo- 
site is true. 

Measure A will put needed sideboards on 
the industrial sprawl and ecological impacts 
of cannabis cultivation. The county has ap- 
proved massive grows in sensitive habitats 
and right up against neighbors. Humboldt 
cannabis growers have contributed signifi- 
cantly to a saturated state cannabis market 
and crashing wholesale prices. 

In doing so, many growers (though cer- 
tainly not all) have polluted and drained 
salmonid streams; filled dark skies with 
grow-lights run on diesel generators; cut 
roads and dumped sediment into streams; 
imported heavy truckloads of soil, all man- 
ner of plastic material, and carloads of 
workers into distant wildlands on narrow 
county roads unsuited to the weighty traf- 
fic; and cleared forests—all approved by 
county officials. 

Measure A is designed to ameliorate these 
preventable impacts while rewarding the 
many local growers who respect neighbors 
and the native environment. 

Natalynne DeLapp claims that “what 
makes Humboldt special is our terroir, our 
story, and our history.” Yet the story, the 
history, of Humboldt’s “terroir” is in small 
operations producing sun-grown cannabis. 
DeLapp adds that area growers hope to soon 
take advantage of “interstate and interna- 
tional [cannabis] commerce.” What will 
happen to neighbors and the environment 
under such robust expansion? 

Now is the time to ensure that cannabis 
production is conducted with respect for 
neighbors and the environment alike. Vote 
YES on Measure A.

Growers’ Ukraine benefit 


I recently read a news item that President 
Zelensky is set to sign legislation allowing 
the use of medical cannabis in Ukraine. The 
need is there, as there are an estimated 9.6 
million Ukrainian PTSD sufferers who might 
benefit from its use. Those suffering include 
not only soldiers as expected, but also a con- 
siderable number of average citizens who’ve 
been overwhelmed by the almost two-year 
war with Russia. 

A separate article on a marijuana busi- 
ness-oriented website predicted it could take 
years for domestic Ukrainian production to 
be able to meet the anticipated demand. It 
also notes that the government will need 
to establish acceptable products and rules 
for distribution, which will apparently be 
through pharmacies. 

All this leaves the door wide open for im- 
ported products, so why not from Humboldt 
County? Initially, the local growers may need 
a legal/business contact in Ukraine who can 
follow the implementation of the law. Once 
established, they could track the legalization 
process and be ready to approach the market 
when the time is right. 

This won't bea simple process. One not only 
needs to make the appropriate contacts, but 
one must also be able to export a product that 
is federally considered a controlled substance, 
and perhaps an agricultural product as well. 
But if successful, the new market would surely 
help the local cannabis industry economically, 
and likely enhance the reputation of its prod- 
ucts and the Humboldt County name.

Kevyn’s eldest sister 

Kevyn was born in 1957 in Cleve- 
land Ohio, the seventh of eight chil- 
dren. The family moved to Los An- 
geles in 1965. In 1982 Kevyn moved 
to Arcata to attend Humboldt State 
University. 

Kevyn found connection and like 
minds in Arcata and happily resid- 
ed there for the rest of his life. 

Peggy Martinez 
Kevyn’s described muse 
and collaborator 

We met in 1983 at a joint gig 
when my band R4 and his, the Up- 
standing Members shared a bill. I'd 
not seen anyone with an obvious 
disability in the local music scene, 
Kev was a wheelchair user and I 
have very low vision, so I enthusi- 
astically introduced myself and he 
responded in kind. We met again in 
1985 while attending summer class- 
es at CR and I asked if he’d like to 
join R4 as the bassist and he agreed. 
Bil Coleman guitar and Dan Seelig 
drums, our fabulous band drivers, 
learned what help Kev needed and 
it was a huge go from there. 

We began working together, 
learning songs Kevyn wrote after 
spending time with us, many from 
an accurately imagined female per- 
spective, “Dog,” “Can’t Tell Her,” 
“Screwy Too.” Many more such 
songs followed, though those were 
the first. We were eager to tour and 
Kevyn was game. As R4, we played 
from Eureka to Happy Camp to Se- 
attle to Richland, Wash. where we 
opened for the Melvins at Chief Jo- 
seph Jr. High. Ah, the big leagues! 

We changed the band name to 
“Watts Bald Head,” much to 
my chagrin, and recorded a 
four-song 7-inch EP in early 
1986. That summer, WBH did 
a 10-week, 32 state tour, with 
Colman and Dan driving all the 
way. We divided other tasks, 
with each person working to 
their various strengths, with 
Kevyn doing the many things 
he was so excellent at, primar- 
ily sharing the music derived 
from his hugely expansive and 
entirely quirky mind. That was 
our beginning! 

After WBH disbanded, 
Kevyn returned to guitar, his 
primary instrument, (though 
healso played piano and oboe). 
In 1987 he formed Girth and 
recorded an album with Chuck 
Anderson, and we formed 
Drilling for Mom later that 
year. We started playing with 
Marla Joy on bass in 1988 when we 
formed Good Clean Head. Concur- 
rently, Kevyn attended HSU, get- 
ting a 4.0 GPA in his double majors 
of music and physics, graduating in 
1989. Kevyn loved and appreciated 
his teachers and they saw in him a 
truly gifted student and musician. 

Between 1982 and 1990 Kevin 
wrote, produced and released eight 
albums. His early works, Civilized 
Man, This Policy Covers Every- 
thing, Honest and Lost in Public 
put him on the international home 
taper map as these albums were all 
created with Kevyn playing most in- 
struments and recording, bouncing 
and overdubbing tracks on a series 
of ever improved Tascam and oth- 
er 4-track cassette machines. He 
maintained contact and collabora- 


tion with many of his home taping 
friends, Amy Denio, Robin O’Brien, 
Heather Perkins, Don Campau and 
others throughout his life. 

In 1987 he began organizing and 
producing the “Play Something” 
series, Play Something You Know, 
Play Something Else and Tiny Fish- 
es that included over 50 local and 
internationally based musicians. In 
1997 the late Tim Gray invited Kevyn 
along with other local luminaries 
to recreate Jetro Tull’s Thick as a 
Brick for performance at the North 
Country Fair. From 1990 to 1992 
Kevyn played in the Folkoffs, a hi- 
larious and technically quirky band 
that included Paul Erlandson, Mark 
Weston, Marla Joy and others. 

In July of 1992, we formed Bark- 
ing Dogma to play Kevyn’s music, 
with Mark Weston on drums and 
Marla Joy bass. We discussed how 
fun it would be to add saxes and 
Kevyn got busy writing stellar parts 
for alto and tenor sax and Tina 
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Garsen and Julie Froblom joined 
the mix! Mark left for a touring 
band, we auditioned drummers, 
and to our delight, the brilliant and 
hilarious singing drummer, Tim 
Gray joined. 

We played tons during that 
time, recorded a CD, had a hugely 
successful local run, toured a bit, 
and let it rest in December of 1995. 
What a ride! 

Kevyn continued recording al- 
bums, Rock ‘n’ Roll Suicide, Bran- 
denburg Concerto Number Two, 
Four Winds Concerto, Jar of Time 
and more. His later work tended to- 
ward the classical. More about that 
from Angela. 

Kevyn’s health was always some- 
what precarious and he began slow- 
ing down in roughly 2015 and was 
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no longer able to play guitar. 

Barking Dogma reformed in 
2021 sans Kevyn and Tim, with 
Rico Von Rabenau on guitar. 

Endless thanks Kevyn for the 
love and friendship you gave so 
freely through these 38 years and 
for the brilliance of your music that 
I will continue to share and play! 

Angela Davis 
Kevyn’s life partner 

In 1991 Kevyn visited Europe 
with his musician pal Don Cam- 
pau, where they connected and 
performed with fellow home tapers 
with whom they had exchanged 
their music via mail. After he re- 
turned, he kept in contact with 
several of his European musician 
friends, and one day, a letter arrived 
from Berlin, penned entirely in Ger- 
man. Kevyn painstakingly translat- 
ed the letter with the help of dictio- 
naries, which ended with the author 
referring to him as an Einfaltspin- 
sel (“presumptuous-nose-drip- 
who-thinks-the-whole-world- 
speaks-English,” according to 
Kevyn’s interpretation). 

That comment led Kevyn 
to enroll in my German class. 
I was immediately impressed 
by his passion for learning and 
eventually asked if he would 
come to my summer school 
class at McKinleyville High. 
Arriving by bus, Kevyn showed 
up punctually every morning. 
Unbeknownst to me, he had 
also started the band Barking 
Dogma at around the same 
time and often stayed up late 
for practice, and he was also 
moving to his downtown apart- 
ment in Arcata. 

He couldn’t have gotten 
much sleep, but he was fully 
present, a brilliant student who 
also acted like a colleague. He 
created various handouts for 
the class, and when they learned 
German folksongs, Kevyn typed up 
the songs with the musical notation 
neatly written by hand and bound 
them into handsome booklets. 
When summer school ended, Kevyn 
and I organized Deutschfest in 
Redwood Park, where the students 
played their instruments and per- 
formed the songs they had learned. 

By that time, I had fallen deep- 
ly in love with Kevyn. I adored his 
gentle and even-keeled demeanor 
and how he often made me laugh 
— at times with perfect renditions 
of various accents. I totally appre- 
ciated his brilliant mind and how 
he was loving and never fake. Plus, 
he was easygoing and had the pa- 
tience of an angel. Kevyn continued 
to amaze and delight me for the 
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following 31-plus years in which he 
managed to make every single time 
we spent together memorable and 
festive. 

He found interesting articles 
in the New Yorker or fun excerpts 
in books which he read to me. We 
enjoyed watching movies and BBC 
TV shows and eating tasty food, 
often made by Kevyn, especial- 
ly his favorite, exceedingly well- 
done hamburgers. For my birthdays 
Kevyn surprised me with delectable 
multi-layered, homemade cakes, 
and for Christmases he conjured up 
mouthwatering, identical German 
Stollen. He was also famous for 
substantial cookies, which he freely 
distributed among his friends. 

We enjoyed several summers at 
his favorite camping spot at Lake 
Selmac, where he often played his 
flute. Frequently, a duck family 
came waddling to the shore, gath- 
ered in front of him and lingered 
until he finished playing. There was 
one older duck who kept following 
him around. We often ended their 
outing with a trip to a Medford ho- 
tel, where we indulged in the novel- 
ty of TV. 

In the early 2000s, en- 
thusiastic jugglers, some of 
them with highly impressive 
skills, descended on Arca- 
ta. Kevyn enjoyed hanging 
out with the fun bunch and 
learned to juggle within a 
short time. After much prac- 
tice, he astounded folks by 
juggling five balls! There 
were some hilarious perfor- 
mances at HSU, for which he 
also played various instru- 
ments in the Freelove circus 
band. In addition, Kevyn 
sewed more than a thousand 
beautiful juggling balls, me- 
ticulously made by hand, 
and gifted most of them. 

Always a keen observer, 
he learned to sew by watch- 
ing his mom, who tailored 
her own clothes. His finished 
products always looked pro- 
fessional. One Christmas he 
surprised family and friends 
with pillowcases, for which he took 
several bus trips to McKinleyville 
to get the prettiest flannel. He also 
had a spell of crafting several lined 
pouches and purses, some made 
from silk, dazzling quite a few lucky 
recipients. 

Kevyn was an encyclopedia for 
musical trivia. He remembered 
names of many Rock and Roll band 
members, their albums, when they 
had a hit, and how long they re- 
mained on the charts. He also could 
recite myriad whimsical or pro- 
found lyrics. 

Furthermore, Kevyn was a bril- 
liant word smith. He cherished his 
correspondence with a variety of 
folks. His letters were funny, infor- 
mative, and entertaining, each one 
a keeper. 

He devoted many Decembers to 
writing Christmas cards, sometimes 
about 50. Each card was a treasure 
— decorated with special pictures 
he had collected and always written 
with a wry sense of humor plus fre- 
quently including funny words he 
invented, putting a smile on many 
faces. 

It seemed like his left and right 
brains were equally well developed. 
Besides being a musical genius, he 
was also a math wizard. For about 
10 years he supplied Dell magazines 
with monthly logic problems; most 
in the Challenger category, many 
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with multi-paged solutions. 

In 2006, Kevyn was flown to San 
Francisco for an intensive surgery. 
After a lengthy stay in the hospital 
his time sitting up became limited. 
He spent much of his time prone, 
in bed, sometimes 10 days straight. 
Most folks would wallow in self- 
pity being so confined, but not Mr. 
Kev. He remained his positive self, 
always kind and considerate — plus 
he kept on creating and bestowing 
joy on the world. 

An admirer of J.S. Bach, Kevyn 
practiced much of his music and 
played a touching version of the 
Brandenburg Concerto #2 on his 
Alto recorder. (He had also played 
the same concerto a few years earlier 
on various string instruments, fea- 
tured on his Rock & Roll Suicide CD.) 

In 2009 Kevyn wrote the Some- 
where off the Southern Coast of 
Antarctica CD, which includes 13 
thoughtful and quirky Kevynesque 
tunes. Not only did he sing, play 
the keyboard and flute lying on his 
stomach, but he was also deaf in one 
ear while he recorded that album. 

In 2012 he wrote the charming 
Four Winds Concerto, including a 


booklet with handwritten scores. 
For the CD he played everything on 
his keyboard in his prone position 
—on his front, propped up by his el- 
bows. (He also juggled lying down.) 

In 2013, he composed the superb 
Foxmill Symphony CD. 

The three-part symphony in- 
cludes 13 instruments, with the 
musical notation perfectly written, 
accompanying info written with his 
trusty typewriter, and packaged in a 
neat booklet. 

Johann Sebastian Bach would 
have been proud of Kevyn. (What a 
treat it would be to hear the Foxmill 
Symphony performed by a live or- 
chestra!) 

Having indulged in the classical 
genre, Kevyn went back to writing 
rock oriented songs and published 
the very charming Jar of Time in 
2017, his last CD. 

In his last year and a half, Kevyn 
experienced mysterious chronic ab- 
dominal pain. Despite this, he con- 
tinued his nightly weightlifting rou- 
tine until it was no longer possible. 
I marveled at his strength of spirit, 
equanimity, and kindness until his 
last breath. 

Kevyn passed away peacefully at 
his home on Dec. 28, 2023, and I 
was honored to be by his side. 

What an amazing human being! 
Kevyn, you will always be in my 
heart.
